At last Wisconsin is .literally on. 


the map with a state highway system. 
The year and a half. light, of the Good 
Roads Association of Wisconsin is 
showing its first tangible results. 


Tht, Legislative State Trunk High- 


way committee and the Wisconsin 
Highway Commission have completed 
their labors after weeks spent in 
hearings thruoui the state, and In 
conferences have finally determined 
the routes of the state trunk high- 
ways, and the official maps have been 
filed with each county clerk. 
Heretofore 
Wisconsin 
has 
been 


operating in 
< the location of high- 


ways on the town and county units. 
The town boards laid out and built 
the town roads; the county boan's 
laid out the county roads under t^ho 
state aid system, and either the coun- 
ty or the towns determined where 
construction should be done. 


The state trunk highway act means 


the entrance of a new road unit of 
highway 
planning, 
construction, 


maintenance and road marking—the 
state. 
The work of laying out the system 


is complete. 
The total mileage of 


road shown on the new state trunk 
highway map is 4988.38. 
The sys- 


tem us required under the law inter- 
connects every county seat and city 
of 5,000 population. It includes the 
main arteries radiating to all parts 
of the state; from the boundary line 
at Illinois to Lake Superior, from 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi 
river, a web of roads weaves the state 
together. 
What is the next step? 
Next year 


the state will take over the mainten- 
ance of the entire system. 
It wi.l 


not wait until the roads are con- 
structed. 
There will be a new type 


of maintenance—patrol maintenance, 
common in Europe tor year.s and 
more recently in our eastern staten. 
The 5,000 miles of road will be di- 
vided into patrols of from six to eight 
miles with a patrolman in charge. 
His duty will be to drag the road, see 
that the drainage is kept open, re- 
move stones, see that all chuck holes 
arc filled and ruts smoothed out. eu-.. 
This will mean a revolution in high- 
way maintenance in this state. 
Jn 


the past we have built roads and le< 
them deteriorate to a point where 
partial reconstruction wao necessary. 
In the future we will attempt to keop 
our roads 'from deteriorating, and 
'•-"i them in as adequate shape as- 
their present condition permits. And 
there-are hundreds of miles of gravul, 
macadam and dirt roads in Wiscon- 
sin that can be vastly improved by 
consistent calntenance. 


There Is available for the purpose 


of maintenance of the trunk high- 
ways $750,000 a year, or about $1 >0 
per mile. There are indications that 
next year a portion of the construc- 
tion fund available may be used for 
maintenance, bringing this fund to 
almost-$1,000,000 or $200 per mile, 
and bringing immediate results to 
all parts of the state. 
The next feature that will be ap- 


parent in 1918 is the road marking.

Slang, Gelett Burgess once said, Is 


"the Illegitimate sister of poetry, that 
makes with her a common cause 
against the 
utilitarian 
economy of 


prose," writes Professor Utter In Har- 
per's Magazine. Their common ground 
Is the realm of metaphor, as we arc 
quick to recognize, for we like to think 
of our ready Idiom ns the stuff that 
poetry Is made of. "Good night 1" we 
exclaim to express the finality of a 
lost cause, and it mokes us feel that 
we are poets or that Shakespeare wns 
nn every-day American to find It In 
the same sense In "Henry IV" part I, 
"If he fall In, good night! or sink or 
swim," Chaucer uses "come oft'" and 
"go sit down." Shakespeare has "not 
In It." Sheridan has "cut It out." The 
list might be prolonged; and when nil 
examples are put together one begins 
to doubt whether all new slang Is not 
old poetry writ large. 


Indeed, slang Is poetry In Just so 


far as it seeks the emotions through 
the freshly edged metaphor. It Is thp 
opposite of poetry in that It conscious- 
ly seeks to be in bad tiiste. The dif- 
ference Is In the nature of the emo- 
tion It seeks to rouse. Its humor Is 
Falstafllan; It speaks to us not In fun 
only. 
If; It Is not grotesque—If It Is

dent's Address. 


EFFECT ON PUBLIC FEARED 


Co >y Iwued by Committee on Public 


Information Shovvs Important . 


Passages That Were' 


Suppressed. 


The German government did not 


dare to communicate to the Ger- 
man people the full text of Preil- 
dent Wilson's- war 
message of 


April 2, 1917. .It feared the Influ- 
ence which-the unabridged text 
of this message might have upon 
the opinion of the people. There- 
fore the official message of the 
president of the United States 
was presented to Germany In an 
abridged and distorted form. 


The committee on public infor- 


mation of the United States gov- 
ernment has prepared a copy of 


' this message showing the pas- 


sages which were suppressed In 
the report of the Wolff Telegraph 
bureau when the message of the 
president was published to the 
•vhole world. These passages are 
shown In bold-faced type In the 
following copy of the message. 
The Wolff Telegraph bureau is not 
only under censorship control of 
the German government, but has 
been consistently employed by the 
government for the promulgation 
of official opinions. 


Gentlemen of tho Congreas: 


I have culled the congress Into extra- 


ordinary session because there arc ae- 
rlouH, very Korlous, choices of policy to 
be made, and mafle Immediately, which 
It Is neither right nor constitutionally 
permlHslblo tlmt I should assume tho re- 
sponsibility of making, 


On tho 3d of February last I officially 


laid before you tho extraordinary an- 
nouncement of the Imperial German 
government that on and after' the 1st 
day of February It was its purpose to 
put aside all restraints of. law or of hu- 
manity and use Its submarines to sink 
overy vessel that sought to approach 
either the ports of Groat Britain and 
Ireland or the western coasts of Europe 
or any of the ports controlled by the 
enemies of Germany within the Medi- 
terranean. That had seemed to be the 
object of tho Gorman submarine war- 
fare earlier In tho war, but since April 
of Inut year tho Imperial government 
had' somewhat restrained the comman- 
ders of Its undersea craft, In conform- 
ity with Its promise, then given to us, 
that passenger boats should 
not be 


sunk, and that due warning would be 
given to all other vessels which Its 
submarines 
might seek 
to destroy, 
when no resistance was offered or es- 
cape attempted, and care taken that 
their crews were given at least a fair 
chance to save their lives In their open 
boats. 
The precautions taken were 


meager and haphazard enough, n* was 
proved In distressing instance 
after 


Instance In the progress of the cruel 
and unmanly business, but a certain de- 
gree of restraint was observed. 


The new policy has swept every re- 


striction aside. Vessels of overy kind, 
whatever their flag, their character 
their cargo, their destination, their 
errand, have boon ruthlessly /sent to 
the bottom without warning nnd with- 
out thought of help or mercy for those 
on board, the vessels of friendly neu- 
trals along with those of belligerents. 
Kvon hospital ships and ships carrying 
relief to thr sorely bereaved and strick- 
en people of Belgium, though'the lat- 
tpr were provided with safe conduct 
through the proscribed areas by the 
German government Itself and were 
dlstlngulwhed by unmistakable marks 
of Identity, have been sunk with the 
same reckless lack of compassion or 
of principle.

practice* of clvlllxed nation*. 
Inter- 


national law had It* origin In the at- 
tempt to set tip «ome law which would

By painful stage 
nftor stage has that law boon built up 
with moagrer enough results, Indeed, 
after all was accomplished that could 
be accomplished, but nlwny* with a 
clear view, at lea«t, of what the heart 
and connclence of mankind demanded. 


This minimum of right tho German 


government has swept asldo under the 
plea of retaliation and necessity and 
because It had no weapons which It 
could use at soa except these, which 
It Is Impossible to employ as It Is em- 
ploying them, without throwing to the 
wind all scruples of humanity or of 
respoct for the understandings that 
wore supposed to underlie the inter- 
course of tho world, 
I am not now thinking of the loss of 


property Involved, Immense and serious 
as that Is, but only of the wanton and 
wholesale destruction of • the lives of 
non-combatants, men, women, and chil- 
dren, engaged In pursuit* which have 
always, even In the darkest period* of 
modern hl*tory, been deemed Innocent 
and legitimate. Property can be paid 
for i the live* of peaceful a'nd Innocent 
people cannot be. Tho present German 
submarine warfare against commerce 
Is a warrare against mankind.

I advise tlmt 
tho congres^ declare the recent course 
of tho'.Imperlal German government to 
bo In fact nothing 
less 
than 
war 
against tho government1 and people of 
the United States; that It formally ac- 
cept the status of belligerent which has 
thus been thrust upon It; 'and that It 
take Immediate steps not only to -put 
the country In a more thorough, state 
of defense, but also to ex»rt all Its 
power and employ all Its resources to 
bring the government of the German 
empire to terms'and end the war. 
What this will involve Is clear. 
It 


,wlll Involvo the utmost practicable co- 
operation In counsel and action with 
the governments now at-war'wlth Ger- 
many, and as Incident to that, the ex- 
tension to those governments of the 
most liberal financial credits, In order 
that our resources may so far as pos- 
sible bo added to theirs, 


It will Involvo the organization and 


mobilization of all the material re- 
sources of the country .to supply the 
materials of war and serve the Inci- 
dental needs of the nation in the most 
abundant and yet the most economical 
and efficient way possible. 


It will Invdlve tho Immediate 
full 


equipment of tho navy In all respftctH, 
but particularly In supplying It with 
tho best means of dealing with the ene- 
my's submarines. 


It will Involve the Immediate' addi- 


tion to the arinod forces of the United 
States, already provided for by law In 
cnso of war. of at least fiOO.OOO men. 
who should. In my opinion, be chosen 
upon the principle of universal liabil- 
ity to service, and also the authoriza- 
tion of subsequent ..additional Incre- 
ments of equal force so soon as they 
may be needed and can be handled in 
training, 


It will involve alito, of coursr, the 


granting of adequate credits to the 
government, sustained, I hope, so. far 
as they can equitably to* sustained by 
the present generation, by well-con- 
ceived taxation. 


I say sustained *o far as may be 


equitable by taxation, because it seems 
to me that if would be most unwise to 
base the credits, which will now be 
necessary, entirely on money borrowed. 
It Is our duty, I most respectfully urge. 
to protect our people, so far as we 
may, 
agnlimt the very nerlous hard- 


ship* and evils which would be likely 
to arise out of the Inflation wlilc-h would 
be produced by vast loans. 


In carrying out the measures by 


which these things are to be accom- 
plished we should keep constantly In 
nilnd the wisdom of Interfering as lit- 
tle as possible In our own preparation 
and In the equipment of our own mili- 
tary forces with the duty—for It will 
be a very practical duty—of supplying 
the nation* already at war with Ger- 
many with the materials which they 
can obtain only from us or by our as- 
sistance. They arc In the field, and we 
should help them In every way to be 
effective there. 


I shall take the liberty of wuggest- 


Ing, through the several executive de- 
partment* of the government, for the 
consideration 
of 
your 
committees, 


measures for the accomplishment 
of 


the several objects I have mentioned. 
I hope thnt I t - w i l l be your pleasure to 
deal with them as having been framed 
after 
very 
careful 
thought 
by the 


brunch of the government upon whom 
the responsibility of conducting the 
war and safeguarding the nation will 
most directly fall. 


While we do these things, these deep- 


ly momentous thing*, let us be very 
clear, and, make very clear to all the 
world, what our motive* and our ob- 
ject* are. 
My own thought has not 


beew driven from U* habitual and nor- 
mal cour*e by the unhappy events of 
the last two months,, and I do not be- 
lieve that the thought of the nation 
ha* been altered or clouded by them. I 
hnve exactly the same things Sn mind 
no%v that I had In mind when I ad- 
dressed the senate on the 22d of Janu- 
ary l»Mt) the same that I had In mind 
when I addressed congress on the 3d of 
February and on the Sflth of February. 
Our object now, a* then, Is to vindicate 
the principles of peace and Justice In 
the life of the world a* against selfish 
and autocratic power, and to set up 
among the really free and self-gov- 
erned peoples of the world such a con- 
cert of purpose nnd of action as will 
henceforth Insure the observance of 
tho**,' principles. 
Neutrality Is no longer feasible or 


desirable where the peace of the world 
In Involved and the freedom of It* peo- 
ples, and the menace to that peace and 
freedom lies In the existence of auto- 
cratic government*, backed by organ- 
ised force which :I* controlled wholly 
by their Will, not by the will of their 
people. We hnve seen the la*t of neu- 
trality In such circumstance*. 
We are 


«t the beginning of an age In which it 
will he Insisted that the *ame stand- 
nrds of conduct nnd of re*pon*lblllty 
for 
wrong 
done . shall 
be 
observed 


among nations and their government* 
thnt are observed among the Individual 
citizens of civilized state*. 


We have no quarrel with .tho'German 


people. 
Wo have' no feeling1 toward 


thorn but one of sympathy and'friend- 
ship.

that their government acted In .enter- 
ing the war. 
It was not with their 


previous knowledge or approval. 
It 
was a war determined upon as Wars

Interest of rtynastlo.s: or of little groups 
of amblt'lous men who were accustomed

IM now evident that Itn npic* were here 
even before the war began and It I* 
unhappily not a matter of conjecture, 
but a fact proven In our court* of JUM-

nupport, and even under the personal 
directions of ofllclal agent* of the Im- 
perial government accredited to the 
government of the United State*.

We are accepting this challenge of 


hostile purpose because we know that 
In such a government, following such 
methods, wr cnn nrver hnve a friend, 
and that In the presence of It* organ- 
ized power, always lying In wait to 
accomplish we know not want pur- 
pose, tlirre can be no assured security 
for the democratic governments of the 
world. 
We arc now about to accept 


the gage of battle with the natural foe 
to liberty, and shall, if necessary, spend 
the whole force of the nation .to chock 
nnd nullify Its pretensions and Its pow- 
er. 
We arc glad now that we woe the 


fncts with no veil of false pretrn.ie 
about them, to flght thu« for the ulti- 
mate peace of the world nnd for the 
liberation of Its peoples, the German 
peoples Included i for the rights of na- 
tions, great and small, and the privi- 
lege of men everywhere to choose their 
way of life and of obedience. 


The world must be made safe for 


democracy. 
Its peace must be planted 


upon the tested foundations of'political 
liberty. 
We .have no selfish ends to 


serve. 
We desire no conquests, no 


dominion. We seek ao Indemnities for 
ourselves, no material compensation 
for the nacrlnocs we shall freely ninkr. 
We are but one of the champions of 
the rights of, mankind. 
We -shall be 


satisfied when those rights have been 
made as secure as the faith and the 
freedom of nations can make them. 


Just because we fight without rancor 


and without selfish 
object, seeking 


nothing for ourselves but what we shall 
wish to share with all free people, we 
shall, I feel confident, conduct our oper- 
ations as belligerents without passion 
and ourselves observe with proud punc- 
tilio the principles of right and of fair 
play we profess to be fighting for. 


I have said nothing of the govern- 


ments allied with the ImperlcU 
gov- 


ernment of (Germany because they'have 
not made war upon us or challenged 
us to defend our right and our honor. 
The Austro-Hungnrlun government has. 
Indeed, avowed It* unqualified Indorse- 
ment and acceptance of the reckless 
and lawless submarine warfare, adopt- 
ed now without disguise by the Imper- 
ial German 
g-ovornment, and 
It fans 


therefore not been possible for this 
government to receive Count Tarnow- 
skl, the ambassador recently accredited 
to thl* government by the Imperial and 
Royal government of Austria-Hungary) 
but that government hrt« not actually 
engaged In warfare against cltlisenn of 
the United State* on the scan, and I 
take the liberty, for the prc«cnt at 
leuSt, of postponing a discussion of our 
relations with the authorities at Vi- 
enna. 'We enter thin war only where 
we are clearly forced Into It because 
there are no other mean* of defending 
our rights. 


It . will be all the easier for u* to 


conduct'ourselves a* belligerents In a 
high nplclt of right nnd falrnes* be- 
cause we act without animus, not with 
enmity toward it people or with the 
desire to bring any Injury or dl*ad- 
vnntagc upon them, but only In armed 
opposition to an Irresponsible govern- 
ment which has thrown aside all 
con- 


siderations of humanity and of right 
and-Is running aiiiuok. 


We arc, let me say-again, the

cere friends (ft the German people, and 
shall desire nothing no much .as the 
early re-cstabllnhhicnt of Intimate rela- 
tions of mutual advantage between us,

by joining the United Stntes Boys' 
Working reserve. 
In n letter made 


public by Secretary Wilson of the la- 
bor department, the president says it 
is the patriotic duty of these young 
men to use their spare time in produc- 
tive work, and help support the nation 
in the present cirisis. The president's 
letter follows: 


"Permit me to express my great ap- 


preciation of the great work underta- 
ken by the United States Boys' Work- 
Ing reserve of the employment service 
of the department of labor. To give to 
the young men between the ages.of six- 
teen and twenty-one the privilege of 
spending their spare time in productive 
enterprises without interrupting their 
studies at school, while their older 
brothers are battling in the trenches 
and on the seas, must greatly increase 
the means of providing for the, forces 
at the front and the maintenance of 
(hoes whose services are needed here. 
It is a high privilege, no less than a 
patriotic duty, to help support the na- 
tion by devoted and Intelligent work in 
this great crisis. 


"Let me express the hope that the 


young men of the country not now per- 
manently employed' may .eagerly enter 
the Boys' Working: reserve to fit them- 
selves by'training and study for good 
citizenship and productive service. In 
this way they can show themselves 
worthy of patriotic fathers who have 
fought for democracy In the past, sus- 
tain their patriotic brothers who are 
fighting for It today, and command the 
affectionate pride of the bruve mothers 
who are silently bearing the burdens 
nt home."

MESSAGE OF 


German People Not Permitted to 


Read Full Text of Presi- 


dent's Address. 


£F''ECT ON PUBLIC FEARED 


Cc >y Issued by Committee on Public 


Information Shows Important 


Passages That Were 


Suppressed. 


The German government did not 


dare to communicate to the Ger- 
man people the full text of Presi- 
dent Wilson's war 
message of 


April 2, 1917. It feared the influ- 
ence which the unabridged text 
of this message might have upon 
the opinion of the people. There- 
fore the official message of the 
president of the 
United States 


was presented to Germany in an 
abridged and distorted form. 


The committee on public infor- 


mation of the United States gov- 
ernment has prepared a copy of 
this message showing the pas- 
sages which were suppressed in 
the report of the Wolff Telegraph 
bureau when the message of the 
president was published to the 
.vhole world. These passages are 
shown in bold-faced type in the 
following copy of the 
message. 


The Wolff Telegraph bureau is not 
only under censorship control of 
the German government, but has 
been consistently employed by the 
government for the promulgation 
of official opinions. 


Gentlemen of the Congress: 


I have called the congress into extra- 


ordinary session because there are se- 
rious, very serious, choices of policy to 
be made, and made Immediately, which 
It is neither rifiht nor constitutionally 
permissible that I should assume the re- 
sponsibility of makiner. 


On the 3d of February last I officially 


laid before you the extraordinary an- 
nouncement 
of 
the Imperial German 


government that on and after the 1st 
day of February it was its purpose to 
put aside all restraints of law or of hu- 
manity and use its submarines to sinVc 
every vessel that sought to approach 
either the ports of Great Britain and 
Ireland or the western coasts of Europe 
or any of the ports controlled by the 
enemies of Germany within the Medi- 
terranean. 
That had seemed to be the 


object of the German submarine war- 
fare earlier in the war. but since April 
of last year the Imperial government 
had .somewhat restrained the comman- 
ders of its undersea craft, in conform- 
ity with its promise, then given to UH,

Each nation must decide for itself how 
It will meet it, 
The choice we make

ourselves must be. made with a 


moderation of counsel and a temper- 
ateness

judgment 
befitting 
our 


character and our motives as a nation. 
•We must put 
excited feelings away. 


Our motive will not be revenge or the 
victorious assertion 
of 
the physical 


mis-lit of the nation, but only the vin- 
dication of right, of human right, of 
which wo are only a single champion. 


\Vhen I addressed the congress on 


the 26th of February last I thought it 
would suffice to assert our neutral rights 
with arms, our right to use the wens 
ngulnnt uiilnwful Interference, our rlprht 
to keep our people snfe nfirnlnst unlaw- 
ful violence. 
But armed neutrality, it 


now appears, is impracticable. Because,

dence In such circumstances, grim nec- 
essi'ty indeed, to endeavor to destroy 
them before they have shown their own 
Intention.

The German government denies the 


right of neutrals to. use. arms at. al! 
within the areas of the sea wh'ich it 
has proscribed even in the defense of 
rights which no modern publicist has 
ever before questioned their right to 
cefend. The Intimation is conveyed that 
the armed 
g-uards 
which 
we 
have 


placed on our merchant .ships 'will be 
treated as -beyond, the pale of law and 
subject to be dealt with as .pirates 
would be. 
Armed neutrality In Ineffec- 


tual enougrn at best; In' such clrcuin- 
Htancc* and In the face of Much -preten- 
Mlons It 1* worse than ineffectual; It IM 
likely only to produce. whnt It 
WHM 


meant to prevent; It I* practically cer- 
tain to draw- u* Into war without either 
the rlKht* or the effectiveness of the bel- 
ligerents. 
There- I* one .choice we can- 


no* make> we are Incapable of making: 
-We will not choose the path of submis- 
sion and suffer the most' sacred fights 
of our nation and our people to be ig- 
nored or violated. 
The wronsr* against 


which we now array ourwelve* are no 
common wrongs; they cut to the very 
roots of human life. 
With a profound sense, of the solemn 
and even trsiprlcnl character of the step 
I am tafelnK and of the Brave responsi- 
bilities which It Involves, but in un- 
hesitating obedience to what I deem 
my constitutional duty. I advise that 
the congress declare the recent course 
of the Imperial German government to 
be in fact nothing less 
than 
war 
against the government and people of 
the United States; that it formally ac- 
cept the status of belligerent which has 
thus been thrust upon it; and that It 
take Immediate steps not only to put 
the country In a more thorough, state 
of defense, but also to ex»rt all Its 
power and employ all its resources to 
bring the government of the German 
empire to terms'and end the war. 
What this will involve Is clear. 
It 


will involve the utmost practicable co- 
operation in counsel and action with 
the governments now at -war with Ger- 
many, and as Incident to that, the ex- 
tension to those governments of the 
most liberal financial credits, in order 
that our resources may so far as pos- 
sible be added to theirs. 


It will involve the organization and 


mobilization of all the material re- 
sources of the country .to supply the 
materials of war and serve the inci- 
dental needs of the nation in the most 
abundant and yet the most economical 
and efficient way possible. 


It will Involve the immediate 
full 
equipment of the navy In all respects, 
but particularly in supplying it with 
the best means of dealing with the ene- 
my's 
submarines. 


It will Involve the Immediate addi- 
tion to the armed forces of the United 
States, already provided for by law in 
case of war. of at least 500.000 men. 
who should, in my opinion, be chosen 
upon the principle of universal liabil- 
ity to service, and also the authoriza- 
tion of subsequent additional incre- 
ments of equal force so soon as they 
may be needed and can be handled in 
training. 


It will Involve also, of course, the 


granting of adequate credits* to the 
{government, sustained, I hope, so . far 
a* they can equitably be sustained by 
the present generation, by 
well-con- 


ceived taxation. 


I say sustained so far as may be I 


equitable by taxation, because It seems 
to me that It would be raost unwise to 
base the credits, which will now be 
necessary, entirely on money borrowed. 
It Is our duty, I most respectfully urjce. 
to protect onr people, so fnr as we 
may, 
n^nlnst the very serious hard- 


ships and evil* which would be likely 
to arise out of the Inflation which would 
be produced by vn«t lonn*. 


In carrying out the measure* by 


which these things are to be accom- 
plished we should keep constantly In 
mind the wisdom of Interfering as lit- 
tle as possible In our own preparation 
and In the equipment of our own mili- 
tary forces with the duty—for It will 
be a very practical duty^-of supplying 
the nations already at war with Ger- 
many wltb the material* which they 
can obtain only from us or by our as- 
sistance. They are In the Held, and we 
should help them In every way to be 
effective there. 


I shall take the liberty of soirarest- 


InK, throuKh the several executive de- 
partments of the Bovernment. for the 
consideration 
of 
your 
committees, 


measures for the accomplishment 
of 


the several objects I have mentioned. 
I hope that It will be your pleasure to 
deal with them as hnvlnfir been framed 
after 
very 
careful 
thouftlit 
by the 


branch of the government upon whom 
the responsibility of conducting the 
war and safeguarding; the nation will 
most directly fall. 
While *re do these thlnRS, these deep- 


ly momentou* thlnars, let n» oe very 
clenr, and, make very clear to all the 
world, what onr motives and our ob- 
jects are. 
My own thoufrht ha* not 


been driven from It* habitual and nor- 
mal course by the unhappy events of 
the Ia»t two month*, .and I do not be- 
lieve that the thought of the nation 
has been altered or clouded by them. I 
have exactly the «ame thine* .In mind 
now that I had In mind when I ad- 
dressed the senate on the 2Zd of Janu- 
ary last; the «nme that I had in mind 
when I addressed contcress on the 3d of 
F-ebrunry and on the 2»th of February. 
Our object now, a* then, is to vindicate 
the principles of peace and Ju*tlce In 
the life of the world a* aBaln*t selfish 
nnd autocratic power, and to »et up 
amonK the really free and self-Bov- 
erned peoples of the world such a con- 
cert of purpose and of action as will 
henceforth Insure the observance of 
those principle*. 
Neutrality I* no longer feasible or

Does not every American feel that 


assurance has been added to our hope 
for the future peace of the world t>y 
the wonderful and heartening things 
that have been happening within the 
last.few weeks In Russia? 
Russia wa* 


known by those who knew her best 
to have been always in fact democratic 
at heart In all vital 
habit* of 
her 


tboug-ht. in all the Intimate relation- 
ship* of her people that .poke their 
natural Instinct, their habitual attitude 
toward life. The autocracy that crowa- 
ed the summit of her political struc- 
ture. Ionic a* It had stood and terrible 
as was the reality of Its power, was 
not In fact Russian In origin, charac- 
ter, or purpose, and now It has been 
shaken off and the.crreat K-eneron* Rus- 
sian people have been added, 


Is Involved nnd the freedom of Its peo- 
ples, nnd the menace to that pence and 
freedom lies In the existence of auto- 
cratic governments, backed by organ- 
ized force which I» controlled wholly 
by their will, not by the will of their 
people. We have seen the last of neu- 
trality In xuch circumstances. 
\Ve are 


at the beginning of an nge In which it 
will be insisted that the same stand- 
ards of conduct and of responsibility 
for 
wrong 
done shall 
be observed 


nmong nntlons nnd their governments 
thnt are observed among the Individual 
citizens of civilized states. 
We have no quarrel with the German 
people. 
We have no feeling toward 
them but one of sympathy and friend-

It was not upon their impulse 
that'their government acted tn.enter- 
ing the war.

unhappy days, when peoples were no- 
where consulted by their rulers and 
wars were provoked and waged in the 
interest of dynasties or of little groups 
of ambitious men who were accustomed 
to use their fellow men as pawns and 
tools. 
Self-governed nations do not flll their 


neighbor states with spies or,«et the 
course of intrigue to bring about some 
critical posture of a«alr» which will 
Rive them an opportunity to strike au<l 
make conquest.

their native majesty and might, to the 
forces that are fighting for freedom In 
the world, for Justice, and for peace. 
Here is a flt partner for a league of 
honor. 


One of the thing* that hove served 


to convince us that the Prussian auto- 
cracy was »ot nnd could never be our 
friend Is "that from the very outset of 
the present war .it has filled our un- 
suspecting communities, and even our 
offices of government, with spies and 
set criminal Intrigue* everywhere afoot 
against our national unity of counsel, 
our pence within and without, our In- 
dustries, and our commerce. 
Indeed It 


Is now evident that its spies were here 
even before the war began and It Is 
unhappily not a matter of conjecture, 
but a fact proven In onr courts of jus- 
tice, thnt the 
Intrigue* which 
have 


more than once come perilously near to 
disturbing the peace and dislocating 
the Industrie* of the country, have been 
carried on at the instigation, with (he 
support, and even under the personal 
directions of official agents of the Im- 
perial government accredited to the 
government of the United States. 


)5ven In checking these thing* and 


trying to extirpate 
them 
we 
have 


•ouKht to put the Most generou* Inter- 
pretation possible ipon them, because 
vre knew that tbeiv source Iiiy not In 
any hostile feellny.- or purpose of the 
German people to'/rard us (who were, 
no doubt, as Ignorant of them n* we 
ours'elve* were), Vint only In the *«MI»b 
design* of a government that did what 


pleased an«l told Its people nothing. 


But they have played their part In »erv- 


convince 
urn at ln«t that that 


government entertains ao real friend- 
ship for u» and means to act against 
our pence and security at Its convenl- 


e. That It means to stir up enemies 


___Inst us at our very aoors, the In- 
tercepted note to the German minister 


t Mexico City l» eloquent evidence. 


\Ve are accepting this challenge of 


hoatile purpose because we know that 
In such a government, following such 
methods, we can never have a friend, 
nnd that In the presence of Its organ- 
ised power, always lying In wait to 
accomplish we know not what pur- 
pose, there earn be no assured security 
for the democratic governments of the 
world. 
We are now about to accept 


the gape of battle with the natural foe 
to liberty, and shall, if necessary, spend 
the whole force of the nation to check 
and nullify Its pretensions and its pow- 
er. 
We are irlad now that we »ee the 


fiietH with no veil of false pretenne 
about them, to ngnt thus for the ulti- 
mate peace of the world and for the 
Ilhe'.-iitlon of its peoples, the German 
peoples Included; for the right* of aa- 
tlons. great and small, and the privi- 
lege of men everywhere to choose their 
way of life and of obedience. 


The world must be made safe for 


democracy. 
Its peace roust be planted 


upon the tested foundations of political 
liberty. 
We .have no selfish ends to 


serve. 
We desire no conquests, no 


dominion. 
We seek no Indemnities for 


ourselves, no material compensation 
for the sacriflces we shall freely make, j 
We are but one of the champions of 
the rights of. mankind. 
We shall be 


satisfied when those rights have been 
made as secure as the faith and the 
freedom of nations can make them. 


Just because we fight without rancor 
and without selfish 
object, seeking 


nothing for ourselves but what we shall 
wish to share with all free people, we 
shall. I feel confident, conduct our oper- 
ations as belligerents without passion 
and ourselves observe irlth proud punc- 
tilio the principles of right and of fair 
play we profess to be fighting for. 


I have said nothing of the govern- 


ments allied with ths Imperial gov- 
ernment of (Germany because they have 
not made war upon us or challenged 
us to defend our right and oar honor. 
The Au«tro-Hungnrlnn government baa. 
Indeed, avowed Its nnqnnllfled indorse- 
ment and acceptance of the reckless 
and lawless submarine warfare, adopt- 
ed now without disguise by the Imper- 
ial German government, and 
It 
has 


therefore 
not been possible for this 


government to receive Count Tamow- 
«kl, the ambassador recently accredited 
to this government by the Imperial and 
Royal government of Anstrla-Hnns^try; 
but that government has not actually 
ensnired In warfare against citizens of 
the United States on the seas, nnd I 
take the liberty, for the present at 
least, of postponing: a discussion of our 
relations with the authorities nt Vi- 
enna. 
We enter this war only -where 


we are clearly forced Into it because 
there are no other means of defending 
our rights. 


It will be all the eaaler for na to 


conduct ourselves a» belligerents In 
high spirit of right nnd fairness be- 
cause we act without anlmns, not with 
enmity toward a people or with the 
desire to bring any Injury or disad- 
vantage upon them, but only In armed 
opposition to an Irresponsible govern- 
ment which has thrown aside all con- 
siderations of humanity and of right 
and is running amucic. 


We are, let me say-again, the sin- 


cere friends o'f the German people, and 
shall desire nothing no much as the 
early re-establishment of Intimate rela- 
tions of mutual advantage between us 
however hard it may be for them for 
the time being to believe thnt this Is 
spoken from 
our hearts. 
We 
have 


borne with their present government 
through all these bitter months be- 
cause of that friendship, exercising 
pntience nnd forbearance which would 
otherwise have been Impossible. 


We shall happily still have an op- 


portunity to prove that friendship In 
our dally attitude and actions toward 
the millions of men and women of Ger- 
man birth nnd native aympnthy who 
live among us nnd share our life, nnd 
we shall be proud to prove It toward 


•ill who are In fact loyal to their ael*r*- 
bors and to the tprovernmeut in the hour 
of teat. They ave mo*t of them a* true 
and loyal American* n» if they had 
never known any other fealty or aj- 
lea-lance. They will be prompt to *tand 
with us In rebuking: and rcstralnlaic 
the few who may be of a different aalnd 
and purpose. 
If there abonld he dis- 


loyalty, It will be dealt with with a 
drat hand of stern repression; bnt If 
It lift* Its head at all. It will lift It 
only here and there and without coun- 
tenance except from a.-lawles* and 
mallKnant few. 


It I* a dlstre»*Ina; and oppressive dnty, 


grentlemen of the 
coajrrev*, -which I 


have performed In thns addressing yon. 
There are, It may be, many month* of 
*1ery trial and sacrifice ahead of us. 
It Is a fearful tliinjr to lead this Brent, 
peaceful people lato war. Into the most 
terrible'nnd dJ*xtfltrous of all wnr*, civ- 
ilization Itaelf seeming to be .In the 
balance. 


Bnt the rlg:ht I* more preeion* than 


peace, and we shall flKht for the thluKs 
•which we have alway* carried neare*t 
our hearts 
for 
democracy, 
for 
the 


rljrht of tho*e who submit to authority 
to have a voice In their own govern- 
ment*, for the rlKhts and liberties of 
small nntloas, for a universal dominion 
of riytrbt by such a concert of free peo- 
ple as shall brlna: pence and safety to 
all nation* and make the world Itself 
at la*t free. 
To such a task we can dedicate onr 


lives nnd our fortune*, everything that 
we are and everything that we have,

President Wilson Asks All Between 


Ages of Sixteen and Twenty-One 


to Join Working Reserve. 


Younfr mnn of the country between 


the apps of sixteen and twenty-one, not 
now employed, are called upon by 
President Wilson to serve the nation 
by joining the United States Boys' 
Working reserve. 
In a letter made 


puhlic by Secretary Wilson of the la- 
bor department, the president says it 
is the patriotic duty of these young 
men to use their spare time in produc- 
tive work, and help support the nation 
in the present cirisis. The president's 
letter follows: 


"Permit me to express my great ap- 


preciation of the great work underta- 
ken by the Dnited States Boys' Work- 
ing reserve at the employment service 
of the department of labor. To give to 
the young men between the ages of six- 
teen and twenty-one the privilege of 
spending their spare time in productive 
enterprises without interrupting their 
studies at school, while their older 
brothers are battling in the trenches 
and on the seas, must jjreatly Increase 
the means of providing for the. forces 
at the front and the maintenance of 
thoes whose services are needed here. 
It is a high privilege, no less than a 
jntriotic duty, to help support the na- 
jon by devoted and intelligent work in 
this great crisis. 


"Let me express the hope that the 


voung men of the country not now per- 
manently employed may .eagerly enter 
the Boys' Working reserve to fit them- 
selves by 'training and study for good 
citizenship and productive service. In 
this way they can show themselves 
worthy of patriotic fathers who have 
'ought for democracy in the past, sus- 
ain their patriotic brothers who art? 
ijrhting for it today, and command the 
affectionate pride of ihe brave mothers 
vho are silently bearing the burdens- 
it home."

manity for the prisoners within rhe 
gates?

No oilier land could ever make 
a creed of subjecting to constant In- 
sult and cruelty the helpless and the 
wounded.

regulations issued by the federal trade 
commission, under which enemy-owned 
patents and copyrights will'be licensed • 
for use 'by citizens of the United 
States. 


When the regulations had been made 


public the commission met a group of 
medical men to consider licensing the 
manufacture of certain drugs, princi- 
pally salyarsan (GOG), used in virulent 
blood diseases,, and uontoxlc substi- 
tutes for local anesthetics, of which 
the supply in this country has run 
dangerously low since the war inter- 
rupted commerce. 


Approximately 20,000 patented and 


copyrighted articles are said to be 
affected by the commission's order. 
Those include.lyestuff formulas of vi- 
tal importance to American industries 
and mechanical devices of wide use, 
though the humanitarian effect of the 
order attracts the widest attention. 
German thought for many years has 
been in the forefront of medical re- 
search, evolving remedies for disease 
and for alleviating of pain, all of 
which, patented in the United States, 
will now become available to end suf- 
fering In this country. 


Physicians at the conference were 


said to have pointed out that an early 
supply of Important drugs would be a 
contribution to the national defense.

THEY ARE THE GERMAN SAILORS 


TAKEN FROM WAR VESSELS 


'IN AMERICAN PORTS. 


KEPT IN INTERNMENT CAMPS 


They Are All Well Treated and Well 


Fed, and Are Denied Virtually Moth- 
Ing Except Their Liberty and Intoxi- 
cating Liquors. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Is it not possible that 


a great many of the American people 
will be surprised to learn that the 
United States already has in charge 
n considerable number of German pris- 
oners of war? 


It is to be taken for granted that ev- 


erybody in the country knows there 
nre a great many alien German civili- 
ans who are undergoing Internment In 
various camps in the United'States 
But Interned civilians and Interned 
prisoners of war are on tho very basis 
of war conditions two entirely different 
propositions. One probably would not 
be allowed to tell Just where tho pris- 
oners of war are under confinement, 
nor is it likely that the governmenl 
would care to have the news spread 
of tho exact location of- tho camps 
where the civilians are Interned, but 
the facts of the Internment of both 
classes of Germans have been given to 
the public in some form or other from 
day to day though never with any elab- 
OFatton o\f detail. 


The prisoners of war which the Unl 


ted States lias In its keeping are those 
who were taken from German men-of 
war which put into our harbors prior 
to the entry of this country Into the 
great conflict. When war was declared 
between .this country and Germany I 
became necessary of course to pu 


• these men into camps where they could 
. be cared for and well guarded to pre- 
vent their doln^ mischief In their own 
way to the, land of their captors. I 
must be remembered that these sail 
ors, for such they are, aro on the same 
footing as f.f they were soldiers taken 
on the field of battle. 


They Are Well Treated. 


It Is possible, without going Into de- 


tails as to how many of these prisoners 
there are, or as to where they .are, to 
say a word or two about their condi- 
tion and their treatment. The United 
States is particularly kindly to Its In- 
terned charges whether they be sim- 
ply civilian alien enemies, or men who 
have been taken from the ranks of the 
armed services. 
Virtually the only 


th-ng which Is denied those prisoners 
is their liberty, although of course, 
only certain kinds of reading nwitter 
and no Intoxicating liquors are permit- 
ted them ;\ but beyond this they live 
well and seemingly are contented. 


It Is possible that some time in the 


future this country may have a huge 
number of prisoners of war In its keep- 
ing. Of course no one can tell about 
this because in the first place you 
must catch your prisoners and In the 
second placo decision must bo made as 
to whether they shall be Interned 
abroad or In this country. 
But If 


Uncle Sum,ever does have any great 
number under his charge on this side 
of the water It can bo taken for grant- 
ed that they will be well fed. Uncle 
Sam and John Bull are n good deal 
alike In this matter of "full feed'.Ing." 


Loyalty KMIa Partisanship. . 


Ever since Washington was estab- 


lished as the capital of the United 
States there have been qnrrents and 
cross currents of political, economic 
and legislative opinion, and there al- 
ways has been a tire of criticism from 
one party or another directed at this 
or that policy of the administration. 
The fire at times has been heavy and 
never has It died asvay altogether. 


Today, however, In this city, and 


through the country as well, there Is 
manifest a good deal of a chang*. 
There are, of course, still criticisms pf 
pollples and «hnrp criticisms of the 
administration in many places, but 
by comparison with former times the 
"critical sea" Is comparatively quiet. 
Let It be noticed, however, that the 
word comparatively Is used. 


What Is It that has produced the 


change? It is the simple fact that wo 
are at war and that the president of 
the United States Is commander in 
chief of the army and navy. It Is a 
sort of curious thing, perhaps, but in 
a way the American people, as Wash- 
ington-views it, have voluntarily en- 
listed in the army and the navy, which 
. means simply that they feel, or most 
of them feel, that they are bound to u 
loyalty to the man who ns civilian 
head of the armed forces must by his 
oath try to defend the colors. 
It is 


probably this feeling of the American 
people, Washington thinks, thnt keeps 
them in large part from their lively 
practice in peace time of criticizing 
those things which they do not like 
and being sometimes a little back- 
ward in praising those things which 
they do like. 
In a sense partisan 


spirit subdues Itself In war time. 


Stand by the Commander. 


This condition of things, of course, 


is likely to change at any moment, but 
if the lessons of other countries and 
of their own country in previous war 
times goes to prove anything, It will 
change materially only when gross 
errors of administration force tho peo- 
ple to demand that changes of meth- 
od shall bo made. 
Even in such 


a case as this, however, the history 
of the past shows that there still re- 
mains nn abiding loyalty to tho fact 


hat the man whom tho people. I-IK-U.-U 
president Is. thp commander in chief. 
There always Is loyalty to the fact 
ind unquestionably there always •will- 
be loyalty to the person, who. reprt?-.. 
sents the fact, so long as loyalty Is 
possible. It Is'the old nrmy, and navy 
dea again of standing ,by the com- 
manding genernl-In-the field or the ad- 
nlral on the .bridge. 


There Is'evldent not only in the cap- 


.tal bui ' throughout the country an 
ardent desire on the part of the bulk 
of the people to be just as loyal to the 
soldiers and sailors who are to do dan- 
gerous work for the flag as they are 
or try to be to the civilian chief who, 
under 
our 
constitution, 
commands 


them. The war'department .and. the 
navy department In Washington, feel 
this condition . Instantly. 
There are 


a thousand channels - of communica- 
tion between the great departments of 
government and the masses of the peo- 
ple and a change of sentiment one way 
or another on the part of 'the country 
Instantly Is detected, in headquarters 
In Washington. 


The chiefs of thu army express 


themselves freely as being pleased and 
perhaps a little hit surprised at the 
extraordinary enthusiasm of most of 
the American people for the member- 
ship of the new National army, the se- 
lected service men drawn to the col- 
ors through tho draft system. 


There was a sort of a fear In army 


circles that the men who did not vol- 
unteer but who entered through the 
process of drawing, would not find the 
place In tho hearts of tho American' 
people that the volunteers always have 
found. 
The truth Is that.today the 


officials seem to think that there Is, 
If possible, a little warmer feeling to- 
ward the young fellows from qlvil life 
who have been plunged into absolute- 
ly new conditions of living, then there 
Is for either the National Guardsmen 
or the regulars. This may bo only In 
the seeming Instead of.In reality, but 
that the new National army has en- 
gaged the affections of the people, 
army men say there can he no doubt. 


Third Officers' Training Camp. 


Enlisted men of the regular army 


and the National Guard ami selective 
service men of the National army an, 
to be given an opportunity this winter 
to earn commissions by undergoing In- 
struction at another ofllcers' training 
camp, which the government has de- 
cided to establish earty in January. 


It was not many years ago thai 


some high-ranking Jinny ofllcors rec- 
ommended that the course at West 
Point be extended one year, because 
they held that four years' Instruction, 
even at a- school as rigid In Its disci- 
pline and teaching as the military 
academy, was not 'enough In which to 
train an officer for the army. 


It may be that as a result of the 


experience of this war tho minds of 
some of the army officers 
will be 


changed concerning the time necessary 
to make men (It for commissions. Of. 
course It Is recognized tlyit the neces- 
sities of the case have made It urgent 
that ofllcers should he trained quickly, 
hut from the reports which come to 
the war department from all over the 
country It appears that the-young men 
who have been commissioned after 
three months at school In the He'd are 
something more than fairly ilt to ex- 
ercise Junior commands. 


Already the commanding genergl of 


each regular army, National Guard 
and National army division has. told 
the enlisted men of his command that 
the school for officers Is to he. opened 
and that every noncommissioned offi- 
cer and private can apply for admis- 
sion 
It Is estimated that 10 per cent 


of the enlisted strength of the various 
organizations will be selected for ex- 
amination for entrance to the camps 
and that from this 10 per cent a little 
less than 2 per cent will bo chosen for 
actual service at tho schools of In- 
struction.

a great many of the American people 
will be surprised to learn that the 
United States already has In charge 
a considerable number of Gorman pris- 
oners of war?

various camps In the United 'States. 
But Interned civilians and Interned 
prisoners of wax are on the very basis 
of war conditions two entirely different 
propositions. Ono probably would nol 
be allowed to tell Just where tho pris- 
oners of war are under confinement 
nor Is It likely that the govornmcnl 
would <'are to have tho news spread 
of the exact location of tho camps 
where the civilians are Interned, bul 
the facts of the Internment of botl 
classes of Germans have been given to 
the public In some form or other from 
day to day though novor with any elab- 
oration oC detail. 


The prisoners of war which tho Unl 


ted States has In Its keeping are those 
who were taken from Gorman men-of 
war which put Into our harbors prior 
to the entry of this country into tho 
great conflict. When war was dcclaroc 
between this country and Germany 1 
became necessary of course to pu 
these men Into camps whore they couk 
. be cared for and woll guarded to pro 
vent their doliy mischief In their own 
way to the land of their captors. I 
must be remembered that these sail 
ore, for such they are, are on the turn 
footing as if they wore soldiers takei 
on tho Held of battle.

Washington.—Is it not possible that 


a great mnny of the American people 
wilt be surprised to learn that the 
United States already has in charge 
n considerable number of German pris- 
oners of war? 
It is to be taken for granted that ev- 


erybody In the country knows there 
nre a great many alien German civili- 
ans who are undergoing internment in 
various camps in the United'States. 
But interned civilians and Interned 
prisoners of war are on the very basis 
of war conditions two entirely different 
propositions. One probably would not 
be allowed to tell Just where the pris- 
oners of war are under confinement, 
nor Is it likely that the government 
would care to have the news spread 
of the exact location of the camps 
where the civilians are Interned, but 
the facts of the internment of both 
classes of Germans have been given to 
the public !u some form or other 'from 
day to day though never with uny elab- 
oration of detail. 


The prisoners of war which the Uni- 


ted States has In its keeping are those 
who were taken from German men-of- 
war which put into our harbors prior 
to the entry of this country Into the 
great conflict. "When war was declared 
between this country and Germany It 
became necessary of course to put 
these men Into camps whore they could 
. bo cared for nnd well guarded to pre- 
vent their doln^r mischief In their own

lected service men drawn to the col- 
ors through the draft system. 


There was a sort of a fear in army 


circles that the men who did not vol- 
unteer but who entered through the 
process of drawing, would not find the 
place in the hearts of the American 
people that the volunteers always have 
found. 
The truth'is that today the 


officials seera to think that there Is. 
If possible, a Uttle warmer feeling to- 
ward the young fellows from civil life 
who have been plunged into absolute- 
ly new conditions of living, then there 
Is for either the National Guardsmen 
or the regulars. This may be only In 
the seeming instead of.in reality, but 
that the new National army has en- 
gaged the affections of the people, 
army men say there can be no doubt.
